JOB DUTIES/RESPONSIBILITIES: 


The Caregiver responsibilities include: 


Coordinates and attend to patient requests at designated time frames, including, but not limited to, the 
delivery of essential supplies, meals and snacks 

Assists with personal care activities including: Bathing, Toileting, Grooming, Shaving Dental 

Care, Dressing, Eating/Feeding, Housekeeping, Safe Ambulation 

Immediately contacts assigned RN, LVN and/or medical provider for any concerns including, but not 
limited to, patient in distress, chest pain, shortness of breath and/or abnormal vital sign findings 
Applies principles of aseptic technique and infection control per policy and procedures 

Maintains a written log of events and client care 

Reports any changes in client’s condition to the Supervisor 

Physically lifts and transfers clients from bed or chair 

Assists patients during daily outdoor breaks 

Assists with deliveries to assigned patient and deliver items to patient 

Calmly communicates with clients under stress 

Cleans high-touch surfaces and maintains trash 

Other duties as assigned
